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Continuation of 7: the amendments are to correct minor informalities and do not change the scope of the claims. The claims are still finally 
rejected as put forth in the last office action mailed on 03/20/09. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive 
Applicant argues that Miyatake does not disclose boundary strength because Miyatake's distance between synthesis units, asserted by the 
Examiner to read on the limitation, represent only pause duration. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Boundary strength is not expressly 
and explicitly defined in Applicant's specification and is given its broadest reasonable interpretation. Therefore the distance between the 
synthesis units reads on Applicant's boundary strength. The longer the pause the stronger the boundary is a reasonable interpretation of 
Applicant's boundary strength. Applicant also notes that it is unclear if the displayed boundary is condidered analogous to the dashed line 
or the distance between the dashed line. The dashed line is what reads on Applicant's boundary. As noted above the distance between the 
dashed lines represents the boundary strength. Applicant also argues that inserting a pause cannot be considered analogous to both 
editing a displayed boundary and editing a spacing between a displayed segment and the displayed boundary. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. For example, in Miyatake's Fig. 4, when a user moves a mouse to seperate between "wa" and "ha" (col. 4, lines 30-36) by 
moving the dashed line on the immediate left of "ha", this dashed line (boundary) is edited (moved). Furthermore, the spacing between this 
dashed line and "wa" is also edited (changed) at the same time (note that character spacing is editable). Therefore, Miyatake does indeed 
teach both editing a displayed boundary and editing a spacing between a displayed segment and the displayed boundary. 
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
